Close of the Banket Meeting Said 


at Oakland Park. 


The basket meeting at Oakland Park 
loaed Sunday evening. 
Rev C. G. 


I ood gave an eloquent sermon at the 


morning service, which was well received, 
n which he insisted that man is the 
randest work of God and superior to 
lie angels. 
A short praise meeting was held at 2 
'clock. At 2:30 the temperance meet- 
ng was held. An excellent choir of col- 
red young men and women furnished 
be music. Mrs. Anna Buchanan Lef- 
ettgavea recitation, "The Cry of To- 
day," which was received with hearty 
applause. A. F. Smith then occupied 
he platform from three to four o'clock in 
he discussion of the temperance reform 
rom a historical standpoint. He claimed 
hat slavery and the liquor traffic was 
planted in America about the same date 
hat OB the adoption of the constitution 
t was not the intention to recognize or 
perpetuate either of these evils. While 
'hotnas Jefferson and others urged the 
prohibition of slavery, John Adams spoke 
or the prohibition of the liquor traffic, 
loth of these.matters were left to the 
state for legislation, the Continental 
congress passing a prohibitory resoln- 
ion at its hrst session urging the states 
to stop the distillation of grain. Both 
of these institutions became fortified be- 
lind a great moneyed interest. The at- 
tude of the government toward these 
evils was and is strong, and must be 
changed as to the liquor traffic the same 
as it is regarding slavery. He urged the 
Afro-American people to array them 
selves on the side of temperance reform 
and assist in voting the dram shop out. 


Dr. George F. 
Hall 
followed for 


half an hour in a plea for prohibition 
and arraigned those severely who gave 
heir votes in favor of license or candi- 
dates who favored the license system 
tie had once been a Democrat, but 
lound he must either give up his party 
or his pulpit.

The Deadly Horse Disease Again 


A dispatch from Blooraington says: 


The dreaded horse disease, maledie du 
coit, which some years'ago was epidemic 
in the vicinity of Clinton and Wapella 
DeWitt county, has agaift made its ap 
pearance in the vicinity of Wapella. A 
number of cases have developed there 
and Dr. Trumbower, of Sterling, state 
veterinarian, has been sent for to con 
demn the horses and order them killed 
The disease is incurable. It was brough 
to this country some years ago by i 
stallion imported from France and by 
that animal communicated to a large 
number of brood mares. A strict quar 
antine was established and the infectet 
animals killed. ' The second outbreak 
has caused no little consternation among 
horsemen, inasmuch as it was believec 
the disease was eradicated."

The State Board of Health is arrang- 


ing for tie prosecution of itnerant ven- 
dors of medicine in every county of 
the ,state. Contracts with the state's 
attorneys in all the counties are now 
being made to that end. The state's 
attorneys are to retain, as their compen- 
sation for conducting the prosecution, 
all the fines collected. Several pros- 
ecutions 
have 
already 
been com- 


menced. The law provides that every 
itinerant vender of medicine shall pay 
into the treasury of the state board of 
health a license fee of $100 a month. 
The penalty for a violation of this act 
is a fine from 8100 to 8200. The board 
also has a regulation providing for the 
admission for chemical analysis of a sam- 
ple of all medicines sold by intinerant 
renders. This, too, will be rigidly en- 
orced.—Springfield Journal.

Work by the Police. 


CmcAOo, Aug. MJ.— Two deaperate 


train robber*. William Lake and H. F. 
Gorman, claiming to be recent arrivals 
from the Pacific coast; made a brief, 
bat tragic attempt Friday night and 
yesterday to emulate the bloody bandit 
work of Jesftie James and Kill Dal ton. 
One of their victim*. Patrick Owens, a 
detective in the employ of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee * St. Paul railroad, was 
•hot and killed at Deerfleld, near this 
«lty, Friday night. Patrick McOrath, 
another special officer for the St. Paul 
road, was shot twice yesterday and 
aeriou*ly woundedy»but will recoved. 


The bandits had to be shot by police 


officer* sent from clty-stations before 
they would surrender, although they 
were surrounded in a grove by u strong 
fcree, armed with Winchester riflen and 
revolvers 
The murderers were not 


badly wounded and are in police sta- 
tion ' cell*. Only the large force of 
armed officers prevented the infuriated 
0itixenR from lynching the prisoners. 


Lake and Uorman began their critn- 


inaJ^ivork by entering the caboose ol a 
freight train on the St. Paul road Fri- 
day night at Deerfleld, when the train 
•topped there for water 
They found 


the only occupant of the car to be Cjn 
dnctor Hargent. He wan at once re- 
lieved of his gold watch by the masked 
men, who flashed big revolvers in his 
face. 


Officer Owens, who was doing duty 


on the train, entered the door of the 
ear at this time. He was ordered by 
the robbers to throw up his hands, 
and refusing, was shot dead, both men 
firing at him. Then the desperadoes 
escaped and boarded a south-bound 
freight train for Mayfair, a suburb of 
Chicago. 


Conductor Simmons detected the re- 


•emblance of vhe men to the slayers of 
Owens, having been notified to keep a 
lookout for them. 


When the train stopped at Mayfair 


shortly after 5 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing Simmons told Fred Marshall, the 
night operator, of his discovery. Mar- 
shall went to the coal car where the 
men were hiding and also recognized 
the fellows. He shouted to Officer

because of his uniform, to come on No

J climb on the car to capture 'the 
I murderer* than they pushed their 
I big revolvers, of which they had 
\ two each, towards the brave MaGrath,

' crimes 
Two bullots were fired in 


rapid succession into the body of Mc- 
Urath. One entered his arm and the 
other his side. The wounded man had 
only time to shout for help to Marshall 
before he fell unconscious on the track. 


Flourishing their murderous weapons 


and trying to prevent pursuit by yell- 
ing in Apache style, the desperadoes 
jumped from the opposite side of the 
car and ran towards Milwaukee ave- 
nue. 
. 
The alarm hod been given by Mc- 


Grath and that was sufficient to start 
a chase after the fleeing murderers, 
which has not been equaled in Chi- 
cago since the tragedy at Garfleld Park 
race, track. The pursuit lasted six 
hours and when it came to an end in 
the wounding and capture of the 
bandits in Elk drove, without more 
loss of life, fully 100 shots had been 
fired by the police and prisoners. 


Racing for their lives Lake and Gor- 


man ran on Milwaukee avenue until 
they met Henry Eggerston, a wheel- 
ing farmer, driving to market The 
men ordered Eggerston from the wagon 
with a flourish ot their big pistols and 
continued their flight along the Hig- 
gins road in the wagon.

No More legislation Likely to be Enact**

I?EBL!S, Aug. 26.—The maneuvers of 


the North sea fleet have been in pro- 
gress for the last four days. Eleven 
ironclads and four other vessels took 
part in the evolutions. The comman- 
der-in-chief is Admiral Von der Golz, 
whose ship, the Woerth, is distin- 
guished by having Prince Henry of 
Prussia as its commander. ' 


The naval maneuvers, will be con- 


The fleet will leave 
Kiel and will join other vessels concen- 
trating at Swinemunde, where the em- 
peror on the imperial yacht Hohenzol- 
lern wiU watch the evolutions. The 
fleet may be ordered to Dantzig, but it 
will not co-operate in the maneuvers 
there with the military. Neither will 
the night crossing of the River Volga 
be effected by the east Prussia troops, 
as the emperor had hoped, even after 
the sfjrious outbreak of the cholera.

"The yonngr man who makes made 


his profession and has talent to recom- 
mend him has his path smoothed in 
many ways,"said a dealer in violins 
the other day. "In the first place, there 
are plenty of teachers who are willing 
to instruct young geniuses, in the.lvopa 
of enhancing their own reputation* 
through being able to point to them 
with pride as pupils of their own. If 
the young musician happens to be a 
violinist there are plenty of dealers who 
will lend him such instruments as he 
needs, trusting that he will, in the event 
of success, direct others to their estab- 
lishments Dealers in pianos, and the 
big manufacturers, are always ready to 
furnish a young man with accommoda- 
tions of different sorts. If he is anxious 
to teach, they will get pupils for him. 
If he wants a room in which to teach, 
they will furnish it to him free of rent. 
If he is hard up, they will frequently 
lend him money or give him employ- 
ment of a congenial character, and it 
he gives benefits they buy tickets. If 
he brings customers, they give him a 
commission on the sales made. If he 
wishes to secure pianos for himself or 
his friends, they will supply them to 
him at cut rates. 


"It ii a sad thing to have to aeknowl 


edge that the geniuses are rarely 
grateful 
Frequently they refuse to 


advertise the dealers who have helped 
them, and bring forward others to 
which they are under no obligations. 
Some of them do not repay loans, and 
some are downright swindlers. I am 
induced to make these observations by 
a recent unfortunate experience of my 
own 


"!-e\erdl years ago a young man 


came to me and requested permission 
to try 'ome of my violins. I knew his 
father, and saw that the young man 
had talent, and so I gave him the run 
•of my place. I expected, of course, 
that he w ould direct his friends to me 
whenever they needed anything in 
iny line 
He was a very fine player, 


and it was of service to me to have him 
around the shop. When he played 
violin in the presence of a customer, it 
usually meant a sale. Recently he 
came to me and said he had a customer 
lor a violin. I gave him one worth 
fifty dollars, and he took it away, say- 
ing that he would show it to his friend 
and let me know the result. Several 
days thereafter he came back and said 
that he thought he could induce his 
friend to take a better violin, and re- 
quested me to let him have one or two 
otherb so that his friend could try 
them 
I said certainly, and let him 


have two, one worth one hundred and 
fifty dollars and one worth three hun- 
dred dollars. He said he would be 
back the next day. 


"Several days passed and I heard 


nothing of him. Then he came and 
said that his friend was still trying 
them, that he was a responsible person, 
and that it would be just as well to let 
him try them all and decide at his lei- 
sure 
I made no objection to that, and 


a week passed by I might not have 
said anything even then had it not been 
that I had a customer to whom I want- 
ed to show these violins, and as I had 
no duplicates, I wrote to this young 
man asking him if he could not bring 
them back. I received no reply. I 
wrote again and again, and finally sent 
my clerk over to his home in Brooklyn. 
The clerk came back saying that the 
young man had been absent from home 
for a week, and that his folks supposed 
that he was in the country. Then I 
became somewhat alarmed, and went 
over to the house and saw his father 
myself I told him what had happened, 
and asked him what I had better da 
His father was a very respectable man, 
but I could see at once, from the way 
he acted, t&tt he was of the opinion 
that his son had deceived me. He told 
me that he was quite sure that the 
stories that his son had told me were 
manufactured, and said that he would 
Bet out to find the boy. 


"Several days elapsed, and finally the 


old gentleman came into the store with 
the boy The latter looked very much 
frightened and crestfallen, his father 
very angry and very much pained. It 
was as he had supposed. The. boy's 
story to me had proved a lie from be- 
ginning to end. He had pawned the 
violins and sperjt the money he had ob- 
tained 
The father was a man of small 


means, and was unable to redeem the 
violins so I had to redeem them my- 
self. He promised to repay me as soon 
as he could, and suggested that I prose- 
cute the boy But I did not want to.

The naval war vessels that typify 


the modern conception of sea-fighting 
qualities represent only a theoretical 
or, rather, let it be said, an ideal ex- 
pression. It is beginning to dawn on 
minds most vitally interested that the 
great armored warships are neither 
•fflfcient nor safe. The fate of the 
vattnted Victoria last summer thai 
found an eighty-fathomed bottom from 
the result of an accident while ma- 
neuvering with other vessels, and the 
more recent sinking of Admiral Hello's 
flagship; the Aqnidaban, from damage 
inflicted by a torpedo, has put a 
practical side to the conceptions oi 
modern armament that the idealistic 
theorizes seem not to have had in their 
reckoning. 


The French minister of marine, oth- 


erwise the secretary of the navy, con- 
siders the structures recently built at 
Toulon entirely unseaworthy, and de- 
clares they will turn upside down in 
their first encounter with a heavy sea. 
The loss of the Victoria, together with 
Admiral Tryon and his gallant men, 
and the behavior of another favorite of 
the royal navy, in the Bay of Fundy, 
has touched the English admiralty in a 
sensitive place, and their opinions now 
coincide with those expressed by the 
French department. 


Our own naval department, which 


seems a sort of imitative echo to those 
of Europe, is in considerable turmoil, 
but, may succeed in turning public at- 
tention from colossal blundering in the 
row over blowholes in armor plate. 


It would have been a thousand times 


better had the Victoria been towed 
with two lighters and grounded as 
near as possible to some English city 
and fitted up and rented out as an 
apartment building, than to allow her 
to float under the delusion that she 
was a war vessel, and thus entrap some 
hundreds of men to sudden and in- 
glorious death. No one that rode on 
the Resolution during that Biscay 
storm, which was not at all phenome- 
nal, had any idea of other fate than 
had befallen the Victoria only a few 
months before. 


It was a lesson of onost awfiil import 


for a contingent of men to be cooped 
up in practically airtight quarters for 
eighteen long hours with all the hatch- 
ways closed, the vessel drifting help- 
lessly, lurching from side to side forty- 
five degrees, and the seas washing over 
her decks. And yet there is not now 
what is considered a first-class armored 
vessel afloat that would not, under 
similar conditions, involve the same ex- 
perience, and the escape of the Resolu- 
tion from foundering was little short 
of the miraculous. 


To this complexion have the world's 


navies come at last that, in an age of 
steel and of boasted superior intelli- 
gence, with unlimited resources and 
after an immense expenditure of money, 
the deep is dotted with crazy construc- 
tions nowise so well adapted to any- 
thing as to self-destruction. 
When 


Buch an enormous weight and clumsi- 
ness are involved the least detriment 
to the hull or a little displacement of 
the center of gravity puts everything 
into most serious jeopardy. 


The eternally-vigilant law of gravi- 


tation is on the alert and ever ready to 
improve its opportunity, and the mod- 
ern naval construction raises the ques- 
tion whether the conceptions concern- 
ing armament ever come from minds 
that hold one single scintillant gleam 
of an idea of natural law. These are 
not merely theoretical protests; they 
are objections that have been sustained 
in practical demonstrations, in tests of 
weakness that have carried sorrow into 
hundreds of homes, and any further 
repetitions should be held and treated 
as simple manslaughter. An indignant 
world should voice its condemnation.— 
—N. Y. Commercial Advertiser.
